New policy may reduce perk

How many town employees 
should be allowed to take home 
their vehicles every night? The 
Board of Selectmen plan to 
answer that question with a new 
policy. 

As of last fall, the town of 
Andover provided 17 vehicles to 
designated employees to use for 
both commuting and work pur- 
poses. Selectmen are exploring 
whether this is too expensive for 
the town, as the town pays for 
the cars and their insurance, 
repairs and gas. 

Most of the employees who 
drive take-home vehicles work 
for the town’s Plant and Facili- 
ties or Public Works depart- 
ments, or are public safety offi- 
cers. Most of the vehicles are 
sports utility vehicles or pickup 
trucks. All such town vehicles, 


aside from Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski’s, are designated 
for business use only. 

While the town has had a 
basic auto-use policy, Selectmen 
Alex Vispoli and Mary Lyman 
have been working to create 
more detailed rules, which is 
one of this year’s goals for 
selectmen. 

On Monday, selectmen 
delayed replacing a town vehicle 
because of their ongoing work 
on this new auto-use policy. 


Joe Piantedosi, director of 


Plant and Facilities, asked 
selectmen to replace Randy 
Pickersgill’s truck. Pickersgill is 
superintendent of the parks and 
grounds, forestry and cemetery 
divisions. The board deferred 
the decision until its next meet- 
ing, two weeks from Monday.

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Engineer: 


Feds may not allow ‘loop’

The option for building a new Inter- 
state-93 interchange that will allow for a 
Tewksbury mall has broad support. But 
federal regulations might not allow such 
a “loop design” to be built. 

So says Howard Muise, senior project 
manager for Vanasse Hangen Brustlin 
Inc., an engineering firm 
that helped design the 
other alternatives. 

“The loop does not con- 
nect to the existing public 
roadway system on the 
west side of I-93,” he said, 
“and there is some uncer- 
tainty as to whether or not 
it needs to do that from the 
federal point of view.” 

According to Federal Highway divi- 
sion administrator Stanley Gee, a federal 
regulation says interchanges must allow 
public access from all directions. “The 


opment on the west side of I-93, but only 
connects to existing public roads in Bal- 
lardvale, on the east side of the highway. 
Both Tewksbury and Wilmington town 
officials have said they would be against 
any option that connects the highway to 
their existing roadways, and some 
Andover officials have called their stance 
unreasonable. 

“Should Andover accept the majority 
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of the traffic consequences from buildout 
of land that is not in our community and 
that we have little or no influence over?” 
asked Terry Szold, a member of the Low- 
ell Junction Interchange task force. 

Jim D’ Angelo, the principal of TEC 
Engineering responsible for designing 
the loop option, argues that his design 
will create new public roads 
in Tewksbury and Wilming- 
ton, and that they will be 
directly accessible from the 
west side of the highway. 

“The loop around the 
mall and the road that goes 
into Wilmington will be 
public roads,” he said. 
“There just won't be a con- 
nection to any existing roads on that 
side.”

Selectman Brian Major, who 
made a motion to approve the 


purchase, estimated to cost of 


the proposed take-home 
Chevrolet Colorado as between 
the “high teens and low 
$20,000s.” 

“The issue was ‘Is this the 
right vehicle? Does it fit into a 
proposed policy?’” Chairman 
Alex Vispoli said. “I don’t think 
anyone is saying don’t purchase 
replacement. At the end of the 
day, I don’t think it’s going to 
change anything to wait two 
weeks to put the proposal in the 
context of the beginnings of the 
[auto use] policy.” 

“We've been working on the 
policy since we'd done evalua- 
tions in the past year on the 
number of cars the town has, 
and an energy subcommittee 
has also been working toward 
reducing energy [use],” said 
Lyman. “One of best ways to 
reduce use of energy, would be 
reduce the number of vehicles. 
North Andover has a [similar] 
policy and we are using that as 
a model. We are going over 
things for insurance coverage 
and seeing what we can do to 
conserve energy and reduce 


budget. 

“Alex and I said we needed 
to meet one more time this sum- 
mer,” said Lyman. “We've pre- 
sented some findings to the 
board already. We wanted to put 
together the last stage of it so 
they can see it all before we go 
ahead and purchase anything, 
because once we own it we own 
it. I'm not opposed to the indi- 
vidual getting a vehicle at all 
but, I think we need to look at 
the bigger picture.” 

Selectman Major said at the 
meeting that he didn’t see the 
need to wait two weeks. Major 
did not return calls for further 
comment by press time. 

“I think that [delaying the 
decision is a good idea] where 
we're in the early stages of 
actually putting a policy togeth- 
er for take home vehicles, and 
the subcommittee recommen- 
dations will be presented to the 
board at the next meeting,” Vis- 
poli said. “In the policy, a cou- 
ple of issues get outlined, and 
they are ‘what does a policy for 
take-home vehicles look like in 
terms of liability, vehicle mark- 
ings and justification?’ and that 
vehicles purchased pass scruti- 
ny, and that we make sure we 
have a process that evaluates 
those type of vehicles before 


they’re purchased. This is about 
tightening up the policy.” 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski supported going 
ahead with the approval at 
Monday night’s meeting. 

“The drafting of the auto use 
policy, I think, is a good idea,” 
Stapczynski said. “There’s 
merit to that. We have a basic 
and straightforward auto-use 
policy but the selectmen wanted 
something a little more specific. 
With regards to this vehicle, it’s 
obvious that it needs to be 
replaced. There are over 
150,000 miles and a lot of wear 
and tear. It is time for the vehi- 
cle to be replaced, so I am in 
favor of having it properly 
replaced.” 

Stapczynski also said he sees 
“pluses” to the proposed new 
vehicle, including that it will be 
more fuel efficient and smaller. 

“Over the years we have 
reduced the fleet, and vehicle 
size, in a number of ways,” 
Stapczynski said. “The select- 
men may wonder should it be 
take home. In my mind, this is 
the kind of vehicle and the indi- 
vidual ought to have it take 
home, since he is called out 
numerous times on nights and 
weekends to respond to town 
needs.”

Andover Days 
rescheduled

Don’t give up on Andover 
Days 2006 just yet. The second 
and most involved day of the 
event, canceled by heavy rains 
on June 10, has been resched- 
uled for Sept. 16. 

The rescheduled Andover 
Days will be held the same day 
as Art in the Park, potentially 
creating a greater turnout for 
each event. The Park will 
remain home to Art in the Park 
on Sept. 16. Andover Days 
coordinator Don Robb said he is 
pursuing the idea of closing 
Main Street to allow for 
Andover Days events to be held 
there. 

“We talked to the town about 
the possibility of closing Main 
Street that morning. I don’t 
imagine there would be opposi- 
tion to it,” said Robb. 

He said he will meet with the 
police department and town 
agencies and expects details to 
be ironed out during the next 
few weeks. 

“Last spring through now, 
town officials and departments 
have been incredibly coopera- 
tive,” said Robb. “They've tried 
to help us out whenever and 
wherever they could.” 

Art in the Park organizers 
have also been supportive of 
having Andover Days on Sept. 
16, said Robb. 

“We met with the artists’ 
guild, and they liked the idea of 
both things going on,” he said. 
“All of us are bringing people 
into downtown Andover. We 
will literally feed people to each 
other. Since Andover Days was 
conceived initially as a commu- 
nity event, I am delighted that 
we will be able to add in Art in 
the Park. They do their thing, 
we do ours.” 

Robb said the Andover His- 
torical Society, the Andover 
Business Center Association, 
and the League of Women Vot- 
ers didn’t want to scrap 
Andover Days altogether fol-

lowing its June washout. 

“We had talked about having 
the next day as a rain date,” 
Robb said, “but many groups 
couldn’t reorganize and get 
there. We decided to cancel it. 
So, the [organizers] said, ‘What 
if we did it in the fall?’” All 
groups were eager.” 


Growing event 

The first Andover Days - 
actually, Andover Day, because 
it was only one day then — was 
held in 2004. The event has 
grown in the two years since. 
This year, Andover Days will 
involve not only non-profit 
groups and children’s activities 
in the Park, but also some for- 
profit groups, such as banks, 
and some sidewalk sales on 
Main Street reminiscent of the 
defunct Bazaar Days. 

“What we had last year was 
a lot of non-profit groups doing 
what is the League of Women 
Voters’ program, ‘Know Your

“This year, we said we’d 
open it up to commercial 
groups, too,” said Robb. “A 
bank wanted to offer informa- 
tion, so we opened it up to some 
for-profit groups. We are going 
to try to get downtown mer- 
chants to offer special sales that 
day. We also had many non- 
profits sponsoring activities for 
kids.” 

The community services and 
youth services departments typ- 
ically offer youth activities dur- 
ing Andover Days. Despite the 
change in dates, Robb said, 
“I’m sure we will have kids’ 
activities.”

With no interchange, 
their opportunities to expand 
remain limited, according to a 
study by the Merrimack Valley 
Economic Development Coun- 
cil 

Wyeth moved to Lowell 
Junction in 1996, acquiring and 
expanding the former Genetics 
Institute manufacturing site. 
Wyeth officials have tried to 
work with Ballardvale residents 
to minimize traffic problems 
resulting from their continued 
expansion. 

The company has staggered 
the operating hours of various 
departments so that employees 
would not all be commuting at 
the same time, and offers 
employees incentives for car- 
pooling such as preferred park- 
ing and end-of-the month lottery 
drawings. 

“We've tried first and fore- 
most to reduce the number of 
cars coming to the site,” said 
Wyeth Managing Director Chris 
Perley. 

Wyeth also joined Ballardvale 
residents in pursuing the installa- 
tion of an I-93 interchange at 
Lowell Junction through the 
Merrimack Valley Economic 
Development Council and 
through the state.

“When we really got 
involved, we knew that Andover 
had been to the state and had 
been working on this through the 
Merrimack Valley Economic 
Development Council and 
MVPC,” said Wahr. “Mills 
decided to work with them to 
present a united front to get the 
(state and federal) approvals we 
would need.” 

Two years prior to Mills 
Corp.'s involvement, the MVPC 
hired consultants from Vanasse 
Hangen Brustlin Inc. to conduct 
an I-93 corridor study, in part to 
determine whether an inter- 
change at Lowell Junction could 
even be built. 

VHB consultants reported in 
2003 that an interchange there 
was possible, and were then told 
by MVPC, Mass Highway and 
FHWA to prepare some inter- 
change alternatives in a docu- 
ment called an Interchange Justi- 
fication Report. 

Mills Corp. asked MVPC that 
the loop design be included in 
the report as a possible option. 
MVPC accepted three modifica- 
tions of the loop design created 
by TEC in 2004, along with six 
other alternatives developed by 
VHB that would not accommo- 
date a mall. Appointed officials 
from Andover, Tewksbury and 
Wilmington agreed that three of 


the nine alternatives — called the 
loop, the trumpet and the dia- 
mond designs — be advanced for 
further consideration in the justi- 
fication report. 

A group of Andover residents 
tapped to look into the plans, the 
Lowell Junction Interchange 
Task Force, expressed “serious 
concerns” with the loop design 
in their review of the alterna- 
tives, fearing it could increase 
traffic in Ballardvale because it 
does not include ties to other 
town’s roads. Wilmington offi- 
cials favor the design because 
they believe it provides their 
town more opportunity for 
development. Mills Corp. has 
discussed building hotels in 
Wilmington if the loop design is 
approved. Tewksbury officials 
have indicated that the loop 
alternative is the only option that 
they are willing to advance. 

“(The other alternatives) 
don’t make sense for Mills, and 
don’t make sense for Tewks- 
bury,” Town Manager David 
Cressman said. 

The question now is, can one 
design make everyone happy 
while gaining federal approval? 

“Right now we need to step 
back, recognize where we are in 
this process and understand that 
we have a long way to go. What- 
ever the final configuration looks 
like, it has to respect what each 
town holds sacred,” said James 
D’ Angelo, the engineer hired to 
design the loop option.

FOLLOWING THE MONEY TRAIL: Ballardvale resident suspects influence of donations

The Interstate 93 interchange will 
cost millions to build. 

But one member of the Andover task 
force assigned to review options for 
building the project questions whether 
private money is influencing what type 
of ramps will be built. She said she is 
concemed Mills Corp, a firm looking to 
use the interchange to build a mall in 
Tewksbury, has too much influence and 
that Andover residents’ interests will 
take a back seat. 

“How much of Mills’ money is real- 
ly talking here?” asks Terry Szold, an 
Andover resident on the Lowell Junction 


Interchange Task Force. “I think the 
Mills influence is pretty potent.” 

Szold is the former planning director 
for Burlington and a professor of com- 
munity planning at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. She said Mills 
Corp. has “sprinkled money around” to 
local delegates and to the Merrimack 
Valley Economic Development Council, 
and worries the money has influenced 
decision makers. Groups and politicians 
who have received money from Mills 
representatives say the charge is 
unfounded. 

Mills Corp. is currently a “gold spon- 
sor” of the Merrimack Valley Economic 


Development Council, which means it 
has donated between $10,000 and 
$25,000 to the group this year, accord- 
ing to the MVEDC Web site. 

MVEDC President Bob Halpin said 
Mills Corp. has been a gold sponsor for 
two years, and noted that Wyeth, which 
has different interests than Mills Corp., 
has been a bronze sponsor for the past 
four years. Bronze sponsorship requires 
a donation between $2,500 and $5,000.

Giving hybrids a 


longer-lasting jolt 


Andover company improving battery

A small Andover company is 
working on a new rechargable battery 
that could lower the cost of having 
hybrid cars and, in turn, ease the 
nation’s environmental crisis. 

That company is Physical Sciences 
Inc., headquartered at 20 New Eng- 
land Business Center. PSI is a 
research and technology based corpo- 
ration that is actively researching how 
to improve the performance of lithi- 
um-ion batteries used in hybrid elec- 
tric vehicles. 

“The expectation is that the batter- 
ies will last longer so that the lifetime 
costs will be lower for the hybrid elec- 
tric vehicle. They operate more effi- 
ciently than conventional automo- 
biles. Less gasoline consumption will 
decrease environmental impact,” says 
Aron Newman, PSI principal scien- 
ust. 

Federal and industrial funding is 
the backbone of development at PSI. 
Perhaps one of the most influential 
programs is the Small Business Inno- 
vation Research program, which was 
created in 1983 and awards grants to 
small businesses. It is a government 
program in which federal agencies set 
aside research and development funds 
for small businesses that are develop- 


recently honored PSI with three 
awards, totalling more tan $2 million. 
PSI has already completed a nine- 
month endeavor to test how feasible 
its concept is. Now, it will use 
$750,000 over two years to look at a 
battery component, a separator, that 
could protect hybrid car batteries from 
overcharging. Overcharging causes 
batteries to wear out faster. 

“We are entering a more expansive 
program with a larger effort to build 
and test prototype batteries. Our initial 
work has been very promising, but we 
are in the process of scaling things up 
to improve the formulation and per- 
form even better,” says Newman. 

According to the Department of 
Energy, the proposed separator could 
be a cost-effective tool to prevent the 
harmful effects of overcharging and 
thus allow long-life rechargeable bat- 
terles. 

So how long before these more 
efficient batteries will be on the road? 
According to Newman, sooner than 
one might expect. 

“The earliest timeframe for prod- 
uct implementation is 2010, but more 
likely 2015.” he said. 

In general, PSI focuses on 
advanced technologies for aerospace, 
energy, environmental, manufacturing 
and medical applications.

Expanding 
town yard 
still town goal 


Land swap complete

Finding more room for Andover’s small 
town yard is expected to remain a goal of 
selectmen, based on a draft of the board’s 
2007 goals. 

The town yard is where town vehicles are 
repaired and where road salt and sand is kept 
for use during snowstorms. In recent years its 
dilapidated buildings have received repairs. 

Some progress toward a better town yard 
was made this year when Town Meeting 
approved a land swap on Buxton Court, the 
small road that abuts the town yard, near the 
back of the police station and across the rail- 
road tracks from the Andover commuter rail 
stop.

“It’s a win- 
win,” Plant and 
Facilities Direc- 
tor Joe Piantedosi said of the swap. “We 
worked hard to negotiate it.” 

On Monday, selectmen signed the agree- 
ment, making the Buxton Court land transfer 
complete. 

“This land swap will benefit the town 
yard,” said Selectmen Chairman Alex Vispoli, 
as the agreement was signed. 

More remains to be done, as “town yard” 
remains a project on the selectmen’s list of 
goals. 

“Right now everything is open for discus- 
sion,” said Public Works Director Jack Petkus, 
of other properties being considered for the 
yard’s expansion. “The closest we came was 
the year before last when we openly discussed 
a number of properties. Each one of the prop- 
erties had someone in opposition to [our using 
it for a town yard]. People think there will be 
lights, noise and trucks. Without looking at the 
proposal, people are opposed. Anything we 
come up with is going to be in someone’s 
backyard. We don’t have a place that is not a 
backyard to someone somewhere. 

“If you want to solve the town yard issue,” 
Petkus said, “expand, and provide. As areas 
become available, the town would need to buy 
them.” 

Petkus said part of the appeal of acquiring 
the Buxton Court land was that it would recon- 
figure the property line to offiinclude the entire 
Parks division building, home to things such as 
lawnmower maintenance, parks equipment 
and seasonal property such as picnic tables 
that need to be stored. A portion of the build- 
ing had been on the land for some time, he 
said.

a= INTERCHANGE Off Interstate 93 into southern 
Andover has been a type of holy grail in town. 
Crusading Ballardvale residents have pursued it fruit- 
lessly for decades, hoping to reduce the commuter 
traffic on their tiny residential streets. Now, it might 
become reality in large part because the project 
would not only reduce traffic in Ballardvale and 
allow Andover businesses to expand, but also fan the 
economic fires of Tewksbury and Wilmington. 

The I-93 project could open up acres of landlocked 
parcels, producing millions in new annual tax rev- 
enue for all three towns. Landowners and businesses 
eager to build in the area are now pushing for the 
interchange, provided it opens up the land they need. 
This regional benefit has caught the Federal High- 
way Administration’s attention and the project is 
gaining significant traction — and tax dollars. The key 
for Andover is to stay on top of the project’s planning 
to ensure that Andover residents’ voices are not lost 
in the hum of healthy development. 

The Lowell Junction Interchange Task Force has 
called on the town to hire its own engineer to keep 
Andover’s interests at the forefront. Certainly, 
Andover’s top experts must continue to review and 
shape the plans in earnest. There is no more impor- 
tant project for the future of the town. A proper inter- 
change will affect not only the quality of life in Bal- 
lardvale by reducing traffic there, but the entire town. 
Reports estimate that the interchange will allow 
enough new development for more than $1.8 million 
in additional annual tax revenue for Andover, with- 
out a corresponding drain on town resources. That 
money will pay for new teachers, police officers and 
community programs that everyone can use. 

After I-93 and Route 495 came through Andover, 
leaders created industrial zones around the hi ghways 
during the 1960s. This encouraged smart develop- 
ment, allowing Andover to reap business-tax revenue 
without choking small town streets with commuters’ 
automobiles. Forward-thinking leadership can again 
help reduce residential tax burden and traffic simul- 
taneously. 

One encouraging sign is that town officials and 
conservationists have teamed to plan a park along the 
Shawsheen River, near the proposed interchange. 
This could encourage future developers to further 
enhance the natural area and its opportunities for 
trails and other open spaces. 

As we've seen in Boston, a project without proper 
oversight can quickly become a nightmare. A project 
planned and carried out meticulously is something 
that future generations will thank us for.

Size of lot is reason for opposition to home 


Editor, Townsman: 

In an effort to “muddy” the facts, Ms. Price 
Currier, herself, is quite the painter....failing to 
provide detailed facts regarding the property 
located at 94 Cheever Circle and her family’s 
history regarding their relentless attempts to 
profit from their investment in an undersized, 
unbuildable lot. Although the Townsman’s 
recent article on the lot (Townsman, July 20) 
provided some additional insight into the lot's 
history, one must also consider the following 
before passing judgment on the proposal: 

* The 10,000-square foot 94 Cheever Circle 
lot was originally part of the abutting 90 Cheev- 
er Circle lot and was utilized by Mr. Cheever’s 
gardener as a showcase lot for a wide variety of 
plants, shrubs, trees, and gardens. It also 
includes a wetland/frog pond. This is Mr. Fred 
Cheever - for which Cheever Circle is named. 
When the town allowed the lot to be subdivided 
from the adjacent property, it created the under- 
sized/unbuildable lot. 

* The abutters have attempted to buy the lot 
at a reasonable price (for an unbuildable/under- 
sized lot); however, such offers were rebuffed. 

* The current owner of the lot is not “giving” 
anyone a chance - they are attempting to SELL 
the lot to the Andover Community Trust, 
despite its unbuildable and undersized charac- 
teristics. If the ultimate intent was truly to 
“give” someone a chance, wouldn’t this lot have 
been donated to ACT? 

* On two previous occasions, the Andover 
Zoning Board has denied permit requests to 
build on the lot, citing adverse impact to the 


The request was withdrawn without prejudice. 
It is unfortunate that the recent zoning change 
allows development of undersized lots for 
antique/affordable homes without any consider- 
ations to neighborhood sentiment and impact to 
neighborhood setting/character 
It is obvious that the July 13 letter to the edi- 
tor, “Neighborhood must open hearts to afford- 
able housing,” was written to play on the pub- 
lic’s sympathies by only emphasizing the recent 
40B proposal. In fact, this is a last ditch effort to 
make some money on an investment in the 
undersized/unbuildable lot due to all other failed 
attempts. Price Currier’s letter inaccurately 
characterized the circumstances surrounding the 
lot in question, as well as the neighborhood's 
reaction to the current development proposal. 
The majority of the Andover Housing Partner- 
ship’s July 10 meeting focused on the general 
neighborhood qualities, the lot characteristics, 
the lot's ownership history, and historic zoning 
precedent....not superficial, self-centered argu- 
ments.

Family members routinely 
check in on her and are certain that 
on Wednesday night, July 12, the 
statues were in the yard. The next 
morning though, the sculptures, cre- 
ated in a mix of alabaster, marble 
and plaster, had been swiped right 
off their stands. Family members 
are uncertain of the value of the 
pieces, which each weigh between 
15 and 20 pounds, Marshall Darling 
said. 

After reporting the theft to 
police, family members started dis- 
tributing photos of the statues. They 
hope they can sound an alert, 
thwarting any possible resale of the 
items. 

Marshall Darling said the family 
just wants the statues back and they 
are less concerned about pressing 
criminal charges and seeing some- 
one convicted.

When casting a line at Andover’s 
fishing destinations, don’t be 
surprised if you reel in an out-of- 


| towner. While plenty of residents 


enjoy fishing at Shawsheen River 
or Harold Parker State Forest, 


| Some residents from other 
| communities are hooked, too. 


Zack Curseaden, 8-year-old fishing 


| fanatic, took along his dad, John, for some 


casting at Stearns Pond in Harold Parker 
Forest on Monday afternoon. 

John Curseaden didn’t consider himself a 
fisherman, but Zack quickly changed that 
two years ago. “He started watching Charlie 
Moore (NESN’s Mad Fisherman),” said 
John, “and then he got the shirts and hats. 
Everyone, his mother, and grandmother, 
started fishing because he wanted to go.” 

The Tewksbury father-son team catch 
and release with all kinds of bait — every- 
thing from minnows and worms to flies and 
plastic lures. 

“I caught a 5-foot eel with this!” said 
Zack, holding up a small orange and black 


| lure. 


They say they've caught bass, sunfish, 
bluegill, eels and catfish in the pond, and 


they come a couple of days each week. 


“Bass are here,” said John Curseaden. 


“That’s why you come here.” 


Zack said some days his dad likes to take 


| a boat or a raft, but he likes to stick to cast- 


ing from land. 

Other area fisheries where you're likely 
to catch a Curseaden include Silver Lake in 
Wilmington, Martin’s Park and the Shaw- 
sheen River. They heard about the fishing at 
Harold Parker on the Internet. 

“It's tough to find places that are legal 
and safe,” said John, citing the closeness of 
the State Police barracks to the area. 

Andover native Ken Sawaya said when it 
comes to fishing, “there’s no place like 
home.” 

He said the fishing at Shawsheen River is 


excellent and offers anglers “a lot of trout” 
as it is stocked a couple of times each year. 
Sawaya, who fishes with all types of bait, 
but mostly lures and rubber worms, prefers 
a spot on the river near a railroad bridge. 

“No one’s ever there,” he said. “I’ve seen 
20 whitetail deer, and coyotes. I fished back 
there in morning and it feels like you're in a 
different world. It’s unbelievable.” 

Foster’s Pond is another “back-hole 
place here in town that’s outstanding,” 
according to Sawaya, who also said he 
enjoys fishing Haggetts Pond at dawn. 

“I don’t think in the 30 years we've been 
out there we've ever seen five boats at once 
on that body of water,” said Sawaya. “It’s a 
big body of water. No motor [allowed]. We 
say all the time, ‘I’m surprised we don’t see 
more young guys out there.’ ” 

However, for Sawaya, the best kept 
secret in the area, is Baker's Meadow, a pri- 
vate area where last week he heard that a 
17-year-old angler caught a seven-and-a- 
half pound bass.

It is 
not fished a lot. People don’t about know 
it.” 

If Sawaya does leave town for the sport, 
he heads for the Merrimack River, where he 
said there’s great shore fishing, and plenty 
of shad and stripers from North Andover 
down to Newburyport. He also heads to 
Ames Pond in Tewksbury for “excellent” 
bass fishing, Round and Plugs ponds in 
Haverhill, and also Baldpate Pond on the 
Boxford/ North Andover line 

“There’s so many good spots here that 
people don’t know,” said Sawaya

Building bridges at Wood Hill Middle School 


Sixth-graders on the beam 
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Method nurtures newest teachers 


Pike School’s Teacher Training Program provides practice

NOWN FOR GRADUATING well-prepared 
eighth- and ninth-graders, Pike 
School is also a training ground for 
ome of the Commonwealth's newest 
and best-prepared teachers, school personnel 
believe. Operating seamlessly within the fabric 
of the school, the Pike School Teacher Training 
Program, in collaboration with Lesley Universi- 
ty, joins real, daily practice to educational theo- 
ry in preparing new teachers for Massachusetts 
Initial Licensure and a master’s degree in ele- 
mentary education. 

It is a rare thing, in most places in the Unit- 
ed States, for graduate students to spend a full 
academic year in a classroom setting before 
receiving teacher licensure. And it is rarer, yet, 
for interns to be able to take what they learn in 
graduate courses and immediately apply it in 
the classrooms in which they are interning. But 
in this program, fully half the interns’ graduate 
courses are taught right on the Pike campus, and 
the directing teachers provide immediate and 
continual feedback as the interns put their new 
scholarship to practical use. The result, each 
year, is a small and well-seasoned cohort of 
brand new elementary educators. 

Designed for people with little previous 
teaching experience, the program seeks candi- 
dates who have a bachelor’s degree, prior expe- 
rience working with children, and a commit- 
ment to working in teams. But it is also focused 
on addressing the critical need to diversify the 
elementary teaching corps in America’s 
schools. To that end, Pike has established a sub- 
stantial grant, open to men and to people of 
color, which will partially cover the cost of Les- 
ley/Pike tuition. 

Thien Le, a recent graduate of Holy Cross, 
was the recipient of last year’s grant and spent 
one semester in one of Pike’s fourth-grade 
classes and one in first grade. Le, who will be 
teaching her own fifth-grade class in Lowell this 
fall, provides a fine example of the program’s 
aims. 

When Le entered the program last fall, she 
was convinced that her future lay in teaching 
first or second grade. “I was so adamant,” she 
says. “I felt | had to be with the younger grades. 
Yet, I now know, having had the experience of 
teaching and planning the classes for older chil- 
dren, I enjoy the level of engagement in fourth 
grade. And this is where I found out... because 
of Margaret’s guidance. She made certain that | 
experienced fourth grade as well as first.”

UR HOURS. THAT’S HOW 
LONG It takes to build a 12- 
foot wooden bridge with a 


team of energetic sixth-graders, 
a significant amount of plan- 
ning, and one inspiring engi- 
neering teacher. 

Thirteen students in Steve 
Tisbert’s engineering class at 
Wood Hill Middle School cul- 
minated their year of studying 
bridge engineering by building a 
beam bridge over a stream 
behind the school. 

Paths behind the school are 
used by school programs and 
the community. Even in dry 
years a good-size stream adds a 
challenge to hikers in the woods. 

The newly built bridge will 
make crossing the stream a 
breeze and minimize soggy 


sneaker syndrome, which was 
quite evident among the bridge- 
building crew. 

Charlie summed up the 
bridge building experience, say- 
ing, “We got really messy,” 
while Nick added that they went 
through more than a dozen bot- 
tles of bug spray. 

During the school year, the 
class explored bridge building 
through studying forces on 
bridges, learning about different 
types of bridges, and designing 
and building individual bridge 
models. 

To prepare for this culminat- 
ing activity, students submitted 
designs for a footbridge. 

Then some met with mem- 
bers of the Conservation Com- 
mission to ensure their material 
choice and building plan were 
environmentally sound. When

the build day arrived, the entire 
6 East team assisted by carrying 
all of the lumber down to the 
work site. 

Tisbert, a sixth-grade science 
teacher, not only succeeded in 
capturing the students’ interest 
in engineering, he was also 
instrumental in acquiring and 
cutting the lumber for the pro- 
ject. 

His devotion to the students 
is evident in the students’ high 
opinions of him as a teacher. 
One student remarked, “He is so 
totally cool.” 

Asked how long they expect- 
ed the bridge to last, one student 
piped up, “at least until we grad- 
uate.” 

Funds for the bridge were 
made possible through a grant 
from the Andover Fund for Edu- 
cation. 


Thien Le, one of six interns at Pike last 
year, has already landed a fifth-grade 
teaching job in Lowell for the fall. 
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Margaret is Margaret Cohn Szegvari, direc- 
tor of the Pike School Teacher Training Pro- 
gram since 1997, shortly after the start of Pike’s 
affiliation with Lesley. 

Since that marriage, the program has gradu- 
ated more than 70 interns who have gone on to 
become qualified teachers and administrators in 
independent and public schools throughout 
Massachusetts and the country. 

“Margaret is so dedicated,” says Le. “The 
fact that she’s made the program the way it is — 
with interns being acknowledged as teachers by 
both students and faculty — shows the kind of 
culture that has been created by her hard work. 
Interns at Pike are involved in every single 
aspect, not just getting up and teaching, but real- 
ly forming relationships with parents, for exam- 
ple. Every time either [of my directing teachers] 
got an e-mail from a parent, she’d say, ‘Come 
look at this. This is what I just received. Here’s 
how Id respond. This is the procedure.’ And so 
I feel that I’ve been unusually well prepared for 
the full teaching experience.” 

Le was, however, at first skeptical. Knowing 
that she wanted to ultimately teach in an urban 
school, she questioned whether interning at a 


suburban, independent school such as Pike 
would prepare her for her goal 

“But Pike just has this extraordinary diversi- 
ty and welcoming of cultures that made it feel 
unlike a suburban school.” says Le. “And I told 


my directing teachers, from the beginning, 
where I see myself going, and they’ve helped 
me apply everything to an urban, public-school 
setting. They'd say during a lesson, for instance 
"Well you can’t do this in a class of 26, but 
here’s what you can do.’ So, in that way, their 


guidance was very helpful.” 


While the Pike community was making its 
impression on Le, she was most certainly mak 
ing her impression on it 

When Le was applying for a teaching job for 
this fall, Szegvari wrote of her in one letter 
recommendation, “I say with great sincerity that 
the school that is fortunate enough to hire Thier 
will receive a remarkable woman and educator 
who will give 100 percent to all that she does 
She will be a true team player whose efforts will 
be spent to better her students and the commu- 
nity at large.” 


Le’s esteem extended even beyond Pike. She 
was awarded the June Fox Scholarship for 
2006, a prestigious acknowledgement of ability 
presented by the Lesley University School of 


Education. The award letter stated, “The Lesley 
committee 1s most impressed with your out- 
standing credentials and your potential for edu- 
cational leadership. The letters from your col- 
leagues and the descriptions of the work you 


have done with the students and your dedication 
to multiculturalism and diversity were a delight 
to read.” 


Le, of course, does not recall the ordeal of 
escaping from Vietnam at the age of two weeks 
but her 22 years of living as a minority in the 


United States have engendered in her a deep 
sensitivity for acceptance and tolerance. “One 
of the major discoveries of my life has been that 
the more J grow to understand, the more I come 
to respect others,” Le says. “I envision my class- 
room as a welcoming and safe place where my 
students experience a culture of respect. | 
believe there should be more young people of 
minority backgrounds and cultural diversity 
involved in the educational process. I believe 
that it is the responsibility of the school, and 
particularly of a teacher, to embody an appreci- 
ation for differences.” 

Pike School believes those things, also. In an 
area rife with independent schools whose diver- 
sity enrollments average five percent, Pike’s stu- 
dent body is 27 percent diverse

In it, she examines 
how the Yin Yu Tang house illustrates 
the importance of respect in Chinese 
culture. She describes how the place- 
ment of rooms reflects respect for 
elders, how the presence of family por- 
traits reinforces respect for the

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deceased, and how the exterior design 
establishes a respect for nature. 
Shapiro also discusses how the con- 
struction of the home illustrates the 
significance of traditions and rituals in 
Chinese culture. For example, during 
construction, coins were placed 
between columns and their bases to 
ensure prosperity for the family. 
Shapiro was selected from a pool of 
129 submissions from both middle- 
and high school students in public, pri- 
vate, and home schools in Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire, Maine and 
Rhode Island. Applicants had to be in 
grades six through 12 and were 
required to answer the question “How 
do architectural features and objects in 
Yin Yu Tang reveal the way people 
lived in the house?” in 1,500 words or 
less. Additional criteria included a 
well-reasoned consideration of the 


topic, an understanding of Chinese art 
and culture, effective use of primary 
and secondary sources, originality, and 
proper grammar. 

The Peabody Essex Museum will 
hold another Yin Yu Tang student 
essay contest during the 2006-07 
school year.

“The soreness,” said Michael Donelan. That is the worst 
part of biking 25 miles a day. | 
Donelan, 16, an Andover resident, is training to ride next | 
month for the first time in the Pan-Massachusetts C hallenge, | 
a bike-a-thon that contributes to cancer research. Donelan 
will ride with 31 other Andover residents — and 4,500 other 
people from around the globe — Aug. 5 and 6, working 
towards the organization’s goal to raise $24 million this 
year. Bikers can choose from eight routes throughout Mass- 
achusetts, ranging from 70 to 192 miles. “It’s the most suc- 
cessful athletic event in the country,” said Pan-Mass Chal- | 
lenge spokeswoman Jackie Herskovitz. | 
“My main reason for choosing the PMC is because 99 | 
cents of each dollar taised goes directly to the Dana-Farber | 
Jimmy Fund,” said Andover resident and rider Magdalen | 
Cantwell. She hopes to raise $6,000 this year through con- 
tributions. This is Cantwell’s third year biking in the PMC, 
but it’s her first biking a longer route to Provincetown. “I’m 
kind of nervous,” she said of biking the extra miles. “My | 
goal has always been to go to Provincetown.” 
To reach this goal, Cantwell trains for four hours every | 
other day. “Staying on the bike longer is a better test than 
how many miles you go,” she said. Training this year has 
been harder than usual because of the sporadic weather. 
“There's been so much rain it’s been hard to train this 
year,” said Cantwell. Undaunted, Cantwell and Donelan 
both continue to bike. 
“I've been riding daily, 25 miles, and just getting time on | 
the bike so I can prepare myself,” said Donelan of his sched- 
ule. “I enjoy riding; I’m an athlete, so any time I can get out | 
there and do some physical activity I enjoy it,” he explained. 
Besides the obvious benefits of exercising, Cantwell and 
Donelan decided to participate in the Pan-Mass C hallenge | 
this year for reasons of their own. Cancer survivor Cantwell | 
said that “it’s really a nice way to give back. I really appre- 
ciate the great care at Dana-Farber.” Donelan said that he 
was introduced to the PMC by a friend. “When I got a fur- 
iher understanding of what the whole Pan-Mass was about, 
it inspired me to ride in it. Recently, a good friend of mine 
lost her father to cancer... I’m riding in the memory of her 
father, so that was also something that inspired me and 
made me want to do the Pan-Mass.” he said. 
A rising 11th-grader at Phillips Academy, Donelan is | 
looking forward to the PMC. So far, he says, “it’s just been 
good.” Cantwell also is anticipating the long ride. “It’s great 
to have so many friends and supporters; that’s what makes 
it,” she said. “I feel like everyone is with me. When you're 
biking, you have the world with you.”

‘Look, there’s Jupiter!’ 


Starry-eyed surprise 


Astronomer shares two prized telescopes in town this summer

HEN STUDENTS ARE STARRY- 
EYED and looking off into 
space, some teachers might 
snap their fingers and bring 
them back to earth in a heartbeat. 

Not teacher John Briggs. 

Calling Briggs an astronomy buff is too 
mild as Briggs has spent this summer bring- 
ing stargazing to the masses. He’s opened 
the telescope on top of the Gelb Science 
Building at Phillips Academy for public 
viewings on Wednesday and Friday nights 
this summer. His open houses in the domed 
observatory have attracted more than 100 
people at most viewings. 

A telescope engineer by trade, he recites 
the names of stars, globular and cluster 
galaxies, planet distances from earth and 
facts about the universe the way most people 
recite their multiplication tables. 

Passionate and knowledgeable, he shows 
off the academy’s $90,000 telescope with 
pride, saying that it has the latest attach- 
ments, a 16-inch refractor and is considered 
state-of-the-art in his field. 

“It occurred to me that lots of flyers go 
out about school performances and I started 
thinking about this telescope, and [how] get- 
ting people to see it would be a good idea. 
We have these viewings and it has gone over 
really well,” said Briggs who took a leave 
from the University of Chicago’s physics 
department, where he has been for the past 
14 years, to spend a year teaching at 
Phillips. 

It’s a homecoming of sorts as he grew up 
in Westport, Mass. and is a Phillips Acade- 
my graduate. Briggs was a visiting scientist 
for the 2005-06 school year and is the 
instructor in beginning astronomy for PA’s 
summer session. 

Sitting at the computer in the telescope’s 
small NASA-like control room, he keys in 
instructions of what he wants to see. 

“Listen,” he tells this visitor, and the rum- 
bling begins. 

Mounted on the floor above, the large 
telescope is being perfectly positioned for

ademy astronomy teacher Robert Briggs with 


what he calls a true treasure — the science department's telescope. 


stargazing as a panel comes down on a sec- 
tion of the dome. Soon, the telescope is 
ready. 

Jupiter viewing awaits as Briggs excited- 
ly says, “let’s go,” and directs a small group 
of students and visitors up the stairs to the 
prized telescope. 

“People say things like, “Wow, cool, holy 
cow’ when they look through,” said Josh 
Montague, who helps out at the public view- 
ings. “They're people from | to 101, and it’s 
very satisfying for us because we very much 
enjoy this. People can learn a lot.” 

Montague is a 2006 physics graduate of 
Colby College and the teaching assistant for 
Briggs’ class. He takes a turn stepping on a 
ladder and peeking at Jupiter, which is the 
largest planet in the solar system and the 
fifth planet from the sun. Monday was a 
Clear night, so viewing was sharp and bright 
for Jupiter and three of its moons. Briggs 
was happy with these weather conditions. 

“We roll with the weather,” Briggs said as 
he attached a spectrometer to the telescope, 
which will color the stars, planets or galaxy 
clusters for even better viewing. 

Briggs’ viewings for the public offer a 
mix of old and new as visitors also get to 
peek through his 131-year-old and treasured 
telescope that gets him even more excited 
about his trade. Briggs used it often as a PA 
astronomy student. 
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“Phillips paid $1,200 for it in 1875 and 
what a great prize. It was made by a compa- 
ny in Cambridgeport, Mass.,.” he said 

Telescope technology has greatly 
advanced since those days, as the older tele- 
scope has just a 5-inch lens refractor, while 
the newer telescope’s refractor is mirrored 
and more than three times its size. 

Phillips quietly sent the older telescope 
to a collector in South Carolina, Briggs said. 
Telescope circles aren't too big so when 
Briggs crossed paths with someone who 
knew the ‘scope’s whereabouts, he made 
some calls and eventually bought it. 

That treasured telescope is now his and 
he brought it with him when he came to his 
alma mater from his home in New Mexico, 
where he does research for his employer. 

“This (older) telescope is very important 
to have astronomically. It’s a very big deal,” 
Briggs said. “For me to show it off is very 
satisfying.” 


® The final public stargazing events happen 
Friday, July 28 when the Heart of the Milky 
Way will be talked about and Wednesday, Aug. 
2 when “Barnard’s Star and Selected 
Favorites” will be discussed. Events are free 
and start at 9 p.m. at the Gelb Science Cen- 
ter's observatory at Phillips Academy.

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Buddy, the downtown pony: The rest of the story

To refresh my readers’ 
memories, last week | 
wrote about Buddy, the 
horse-sized Welsh pony 
that my father obtained and 
housed in a stall in our 
garage. What was odd was 
we lived so close to down- 
town, at 57 Chestnut St., 
next to the Park. Buddy was 
a very mean animal who 
may have been mistreated 
before we owned him. Had 
he been human, he would 


have been serving time. I finished the first part of 


the story with these comments: “After we 
acquired Buddy, my games of cowboys and Indi- 
ans with my friends lost their imagination factor. 
In fact, after Buddy arrived, we were more likely 
to play cops and robbers. I have a picture of me as 
a little kid. I’m in a cowboy outfit. I know that pic- 
ture was taken pre-Buddy, for I am smiling.” 
Here is the rest of Buddy’s story: Cleaning his 
stall was a chore left to my older brother Bucky. 
Although I was not part of the negotiations 
between my parents and Bucky, who was 12, I 
have always believed that getting the pony was 
contingent on his agreeing to muck out the stall. It 
didn’t take long for him to realize that cleaning 
stalls was not pleasurable. (He’s a smart guy who 
became president of his senior 
class at Punchard, then went to 
Colgate.) After cleaning the 
stalls in the morning, Bucky 
would trot off to school. When 
we first got the pony, Bucky 
was in sixth grade. It wasn’t 
long before he complained to 
Mom and Dad that he smelled 
like a horse stall when he went 
to school. This must have been 
particularly onerous to him, 
because, even early on, he was 
favorably disposed toward his 
female schoolmates. One can 


only assume that smelling like a 
horse stall was not helpful to his 
early forays into the mysteries 
of the sweeter gender. In any 
event, I think it became as much 
of a chore for my parents to get 
Bucky to do the work as it was 
for him to muck. 

Lest you think I got off scot- 
free, that was not the case. 
Although I was not involved in 
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the negotiations about acquiring Buddy, I assure 
you that I have unpleasant memories of the muck- 
ing process. Had the animal been beloved and one 
that we could ride, perhaps the work would have 
been more gratifying. In fact, Buddy had no 
redeeming vi alue. You couldn’t even pat him with- 
out risk of being bitten. He was lucky everyone in 
the family loved animals, or his stay with us 
would have been weeks rather than years. 

While the family was arguing over stall muck- 
ing, Buddy, who was an eating machine, enjoyed 
his hay and grazed in the yard. We didn’t have a 
fence, so Buddy was tethered with a long rope to 
a movable. All-in-all, Buddy had the best of us. 
He spent his days leisurely munching, but appar- 
ently he did suffer occasional ennui. My wife, 
who was a competitive equestrian and owned a 
horse, tried to explain horses to me. In one aspect, 
she likened them to squirrels. Squirrels spend 
hours figuring out how to get into bird feeders 
designed to exclude them. Since they have long 
periods of time with little to do by way of enter- 
tainment, horses will spend hours trying to 
escape. My wife said she’s heard of horses that 
learned to untie knots, and her horse figured out 
how to unlatch his stall. 

Whether Buddy would chew through a rope or 
work the tether out of the ground, he escaped sev- 
eral times. We'd get calls from neighbors explain- 
ing they had a horse in their yard. People were 

ae good about such things back 
then for none of them com- 
plained to the authorities. The 
only run-in we had was when 
Buddy went to the Playstead 
and the good people who took 
care of that area called my Dad 
to explain that their job was 
tough enough without having to 
take care of hoof divots and 
manure. 

My brother reminded me of 
Buddy’s most infamous 
escapade. We don’t know how 
long the horse was gone one 
day, but it was awhile. When 
we went looking for him, we 
were told that he was seen 
walking eastward up Roger’s 


and lower branches. More precisely, they had 
been plentiful before Buddy found them. He’d 
eaten so many that none were left. His belly 
bulged grossly. A call to the vet followed. Fortu- 
nately, Buddy was not only mean, he was tough 
and healthy as a... well, horse. Colic did not fol- 
low and he never seemed to have any discomfort 
from the experience. Being vegetarians that eat 
huge amounts of fiber, ponies and horses have fast 
digestive systems. No sooner had Buddy returned 
to the stall than nature took its course, and the fire- 
works began. There was a family effort to solve 
the mucking issue that day and the next. Even my 
little brother Bob, who was 5, participated. 
Buddy’s leavings did have a positive side. My 
father dumped wheelbarrows of the manure in his 
garden and tilled it in each fall and spring. How- 
ever, kids being kids, Bucky and his friends dis- 
covered that, during the winter, frozen horse 
manure could be thrown or — as we said in those 
days — “pegged” a good distance. The manure 
was called “horse buns” by the kids and each was 
the perfect size and weight to be pegged for some 
distance with accuracy. During the winter, gloves 
were worn during this process; however, as time 
went on, the throwing of horse buns became a 
messy, multi-season practice. On the front of the 
garage we had a basketball backboard that stuck 
up higher than the roof. The basketball was 
played on a widened driveway in front of the 
garage. I quote an out-of-town participant in what 
often occurred. “It usually started when the bas- 
ketball got stuck behind the backboard and some- 


one had to get it down. The way to the garage roof 


was to climb up a ladder stored in the garage. 
Once the victim was on the roof, the ladder was 
removed by his friends and he was stuck on the 
roof. Now the friends would throw horse buns at 
him... Then there was the problem of cleaning up 
the driveway to the satisfaction of Mrs. Dalton.” 

Our mothers, who cleaned our soiled clothing, 
were saints. 

Finally it was determined that Buddy had to 
go. Neither we children, nor neighbors, uttered a
